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TENTATIVE RULING

The court is inclined to grant the motion to withdraw permissively based on conduct of the
client rendering the representation unreasonably difficult to carry out the employment
effectively based on a breakdown of the relationship as described by counsel pursuant to
California Rule of Professional Conduct 3-700(C)(1)(d). Debtor has filed no written
opposition to the motion, but the court will hear any oral opposition of debtor at the
hearing since he is effectively representing himself at this hearing. Creditor Marilyn
Smith filed an opposition raising concerns about debtor's fiduciary duties regarding
management of estate assets, but those concerns are addressable by other remedies,
such as her motion to dismiss, convert or appoint trustee. Appearances are required on
